Congress’ ‘ridiculous* budget deadlock persists

WASHINGTON - While House 
chief of staff Donald T. Regan angrily 
denounced the "ridiculous" budget 
deadlock on Capitol Kill Thursday as 
congressional leaders argued over 
whose turn It Is to make an offer that 
will saivage the deficit-reduction ef- 
fort. 

"Everything's up In the air. 
nothing's on the table,” said Senate 


Majority Leader Robert Dole of Kan- 
sas, who called Republican senators 
together to consider their next move. 

After the meeting, Dote said it is 
"up to the House whether we're on the 
vergeofanything." 

House Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill 
Jr., D-Mass., said he hoped the Senate 
would return to the talks. 

"We think It's kind of childish to be 
walking out," O’Neill told reporters. 


"All it takes Is ihc art of com- 
promise." 

Dole said the Senate was seeking 
alternative proposals, but that it 
would take a while before there Is any 
consensus. 

He said It would take "two or three 
more conferences before we decide 
where we want to go." 

Dole and other senators also brush- 
ed aside Regan's remarks. 


"1 didn’t write that speech,” Dole 
said. "I'd have singled out the 
House." 

.Sen. Pcle.V, Dorpenlci, R-N.M., 
chairman of the Senate Budget Com- 
mittee, recessed budget talks be- 
tween the House and Senate on Wed- 
nesday after rejecting a bottom-line 
offer from the House In an 
acrimonious session. 

Domcnlcl said the final gavel had 


not yet fallen on the talks aimed at 
drafting a compromise version of 
fiscal 1986 budgets passed by each 
chamber. 

"No, I don't think It’s over,” 
Domcnlcl said. But "It’s In pretty bad 
shape." 

Republican senators agreed that 
for the time being they will try lo keep 
up pressure on the House to make ad- 
ditional spending cuts.

Reagan follows 25th Amendment procedures, reluctantly 


President Reagan has wisely, if reluctantly, 
followed the sensible procedures provided In 
the 2Slh Amendment to the Constitution. 

He did not Invoke that amcridment (our 
wars ago when he was shot and underwent 
^rgery, but this post weekend he became the 
first president to transfer the duties of his of- 
fice to his vice president — In accordance with 
the 25th Amendment. 

The president did not Invoke the amend- 
ment in 1981 In part because he and his ad- 
visers had limited time available Irrwhich to 
reflect on their options. Aides privately ac- 
knowledged that they wanted to avoid alarm- 
ing the public any more than It was already 
iilarm^. 

Invoking the amendment, they believed, 
might cause the public to think that Rcmgan 
was more critically wounded than he was. Yet 

he w as critically wounded, he wascloscr to 

denth and was n to re seriously incapadta^ 
fora longer peri^liian his aides' wanted to 
disclose.' . 

- This time the president complied with Sec- 
tion 3 of the 25lh Amendment, which was add- 
ed to the Constitution In 1987. He and senior 
aides did have time to think about various op- 
tions, and they doubtless recalled the muffled 
criticisms of their failure to follow the pro-

Yet Reagan acted In a way that raises as 
many questions asjt answers.

Why were Reagan and his legal advisers 
reluctant to set a precedent? Fora president 
in his 70s, illness or disability might require 
the vice president to assume the dutl^of the 
office with some regularity. If this happens 
several times, It would undoubtedly diminish 
Reagan's credibility as aleader: Anyone who 
has worked In the White House appreciates 
how much a president's Influence rests on how 
the public and Congress perceive his strength, 
energy and ability to penuade. 

This Is the first time In IB years that this 
section of the amendment was put to use. 
Other provisions worked reasonably well 
when Vice President Spiro T. Agnew resign- 
ed, and Gerald R. Ford and (hen Nelson A. 
Rockefeller were selected to fill the vice 
presidential vacancies. 

This most recent use of the amendment also 
has served us well, although several uncer- 
tainties did art.se.

Newspaper reports Imply thalBiih was not 
Informed of the exact time that he was assum- 
ing (or supposed to assume) hIs respon- 
sibilities. Perhaps 22 minutes elap^ before 
he heard that R^gon was under anesthesia. 

For all practical purposes, White House 
Chief of Staff Donald T. Regan was the man In 
charge during that interval and, perhaps, for 
most of the time during which the president 
was undergoing surgery. Bush remained ot 
the vice presidential residence ready to act If 
. need^ — yet dependent on Regan for news. 

Finally, there is some confusion about when 
the vice president was formally put In the 
positlonofdischargingthepowenandthe ■ 
duties of the presidency. Was it when the

Informal agreements and unambiguous 
precedents would help reduce conhialon. The 
25th Amendment is plainly a compromise of 
many different proposals, none of which are 
entirely satisfactory. CkmslIluUon-writlng l« 
always hard, and to try to accommodate 
every possibility Is unreasonable and Imprac- 
ticable. The amendment Is an Improvement, 
although not definitive for every ritualloQ.

Nyerere ends OAU term 


BAD AUSSEE, Austria (AP) - 
Explosives specialists Thursday 
recovered the shaft of an expori- 
mental World War II rocket 
devclopcd by-Nazi-Germany at a 
secret weapons lest station on 
LakeTopIltz 

. The stxalled Roechling projec-; 
tUe was discovered in November, 
when army engineers, frogmen 
and mine disposal experts combed 
the glacial lake, about 37 piiles 
southeast of Salzburg^^ for Nazi 
military gear. 

Designed to be fired from a can- 
non, the projectile had a rocket 
— enftne-to-oowef-it once airborne. 
said officials. 

Also found were two primitive 
rockets, launched from under- 
water, a rocket launcher, 
counterfeit British pound notes 
and other wartime relics. 


A tielicupic-r was usoo itiuisuuy 
lo hoist the nine-foot missile shaft 
lo more accessible terrain. Of- 
ficials said It would be exhibited In 
Vienna's Museum of-Mllllary-Hls-- 
lory. 

From 1942, the lake was a secret 
marine testing station, where 
Adolf Hitler's navy tried 
predecessors of today’s sub- 
marine-launched guided missiles 
and other “wonder weapons" 
meant to turn the tide of battle In 
Germany’s favor. 

There has been no substantiation 
of persistent rumors that the 
remote lake hides coses of Nazi 
flold. dumped In thc-lasl davs of 
the war. 

Also discovered In November 
was an underwater bunker. The 
Interior Ministry, responsible for 
the salvage of wartime explosives, 
plans to enter it later th is ycor.
